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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This office action is responsive to communications filed 27 July 2004. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 11-19 of the Remarks, filed 27 July 2004, with respect to 
claims 1-24 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of the Final Action mailed 
17 May 2004 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter & Examiner's Statement of Reasonfs) for Allowance 

3. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record, i.e., U.S. Patent 5,511,172 to Kimura et al, and U.S. Patent 
6,035,122 to Ando, taken alone or in combination, fails to teach a method, apparatus and computer- 
readable memory for replacing a condition instruction by a commit instruction, the commit 
instruction including a condition, task numbers to be accepted if the condition is not satisfied and 
task numbers to be rejected if the condition is satisfied. 

Specifically, Kimura et al does not disclose a task number representing the instruction sequence and a 
corresponding buffer is assigned to each instruction, a condition instruction is replaced by a commit instruction^ the 
commit instruction includes a condition, task numbers to be accepted if the condition is not satisfied and task numbers 
to be rejected if the condition is satisfied, (claim 1) Similar limitations are recited in independent claims 23 
and 24. 

As is noted in the remarks by the applicant, Kimura et al is directed to an execution of a 
program, and is not directed to program scheduling by a pre-execution program, for instance, a 
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compiler. Further, Kimura et al fails to describe a task number representing the instruction sequence 
and a corresponding buffer is assigned to each instruction, a condition instruction is replaced by a 
commit instruction, the commit instruction includes a condition, task numbers to be accepted if the 
condition is not satisfied and task numbers to be rejected if the condition is satisfied as required 
independent claims 1, 23 and 24. 

Furthermore, newly found prior art to Ando discloses a compiler for performing program 
scheduling, wherein the source program contains commit condition instructions, however, Ando 
fails to describe the commit instruction including a condition, task numbers to be accepted if the 
condition is not satisfied and task numbers to be rejected if the condition is satisfied as required 
independent claims 1, 23 and 24.
